Applicant has carefully reviewed all claims and believes that 
Claims 1-44 read on the elected Species B, as shown in Figs. 6A-7B. Applicant 
believes that the non-elected Species A, as shown in Figs. 1 A-5E, read upon fewer 
than all original claims. 

Applicant believes that each new claim, Claims 45-54, added by the 
above Second Preliminary Amendment reads on the elected Species B.

supported in the Substitute Specification at Page 10, line 13 through Page 1 5, line 14, 
and as shown in Figs. 6A-7B. This Amendment adds no new matter to this Patent 
Application.
